Upon 
McKinley devolved the task of smooth­ 
ing its path and speeding it upon its 
way. 
The occasion, thoroughly advertised, 
attracted to the capitol an immense 
throng. 
The galleries were one mass of 
humanity and the anticipation of the 
vote luuleompolled the attendance of ev­ 
ery UK imier. As usual, McKinley spoke 
without notes. 
His voice, penetrating 
but not harsh, filled the chamber. Every 
sentence was as solid as the granite 111 
the eternal hills. 
Never was an orator 
more free from the ordinary claptrap 
than McKinley. ¡So true is this that the 
/incident when he suddenly drew from 
beneath his desk the suit of clothes 
which he purchased for $10 at the es­ 
tablishment of a fellow representative in 
Boston, in order to 
demonstrate the 
cheapness of wearing apparel, stands out 
in all its loneliness w ith vivid distinct­ 
ness. 
It was this earnestness and self con­ 
viction that made M cKinley’s address in 
the house and 011 the stump so effective. 
Indeed t ho occasion is still recalled when 
he held an audience of Georgia people 
fur two hours at a Chautauqua assembly 
near Atlanta w hile lu* preached to them 
the glories of the protective tariff sys­ 
tem. 
“ It was < nly by the greatest self 
control,” said Henry W. Grudy, speak­ 
ing of this event afterward, “ that I re­ 
strained m yself fr 111 rising as McKinley 
concluded his wonderful speech and de­ 
claring myself henceforth ready to fol­ 
low' him as a disciple.” 
James G. Blaine, in his “ Twenty 
Years of Congress,” reviews the Forty- 
fifth congress, in which McKinley first 
sat, as LJlows: 
“ W illiam McKinley, 
Jr., entered from the Canton district. 
Ho enlisted in an Ohio regiment when 
but 17 years old and won the rank of 
maj r by meritorious service. The. inter­ 
est >.f his constituency and his own bent 
of mind led him to the study of indus­ 
trial questions, and he was soon recog­ 
nized in the house as one of the most 
th r -ugh sta tisticians and one of the 
ablest defenders of the doctrine r*' pro­ 
tection. ’ ’ 
At a groat mass meeting in Indianapo- 
| Es several years ago ex-Presidcnt Har- 
I risun w as presiding officer. 
McKinley 
! was one of the speakers, and Harrison 
intrcduc« .d him ars follow s: 
“ He has endeared him self to all by 
his record as a galla nt young soldier 
battling for the flag. 
He has honored 
himself, his state and the country by his 
conspicuous services in high legisla tive 
and executive places. No man more than 
he is fa m iliar with the questions that 
now engage public thought. No man is 
more able than ho lucidly to set them 
before the people. 
I do not need to in­ 
voke your attention to what he shall 
say. He w ill command it.” 
The sentiment w hich resulted in the 
nomination of M< Kinley for govern« r 
< f Ohio was engende red immediately 
upon the announcement of tho result of 
« he election of 189 0, when after 
14 
y« ars’ continuous service in congress the 
Ohio statesman was defeated fur re-elec­ 
tion, despite the fact that he cut down 
the Democratic majority from 2,9 00 to 
302. 
During his gubernatorial campaign in 
l.SOSMcK nley visited sfiof the8Scoun- 
ties of Ohio and made 130 speeches. Ib* 
was elected by a plurality of 80,9 9 5, up 
to that time the r» <*( r« l plurality in 
Ohio’s hist ry. 
The policy which Governor McKinley 
pursued during his four years of occu­ 
pancy of the gubernatorial chair was 
well outlined whf 11 in his inaugural ad­ 
dress ho said: “ It is my desire to co­ 
operate with y ou 111 every endeavor to 
secure a wise, economical and honorable 
%dministrutiou, and, so far as can bo 
done, the improvement and elevation of 
the public service. ” 
From the day of his inauguration 
Governor McKinley took the greatest in­ 
terest in the management of the public 
benevolent institutions of the state, and 
he made ,1 stu d y of means for their bet­ 
terment. D u ring his first term the state 
board of arbitration was created, and ho 
made the workings < f the board a mut­ 
ter of personal su perv ision d u ring the 
entire four y ears of his ad m inistration. 
This board has had its serv ices eu lismd 
in 28 strikes, and in 15 cases i s efforts 
hav e been su eces.-fu l.
